CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  during 
1959.  As  the  statistical  details  of  relevant  events  are 
tabulated  and  commented  on  within  the  body  of  the  report,  I 
shall  refer  only  to  matters  of  special  interest  and 
importance. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  54,690  represents 
an  increase  of  2,070  on  the  previous  year,  and  of  22,088  on 
the  1951  census  population  of  the  Borough.  As  in  the  past 
few  years,  this  increase  is  due  mainly  to  the  continued 
inflow  of  population  to  new  residential  accommodation  in 
Langley  and  Alkrington*, 

The  total  live  birth3  numbered  1,086,  giving  a  rate 
(adjusted)  of  17.5  per  1,000  population,  the  corresponding 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1959  being  16 05.  During  the 
year,  discussion  took  place  with  the  Manchester  Regional 
Hospital  Board  regarding  the  need  for  more  maternity  bed 
accommodation  in  the  Middleton  area. 

There  wore  495  deaths  during  the  year,  giving  a  rate 
(adjusted)  of  13.4,  compared  with  the  national  figure  of 
11 » 6.  No  maternal  death  occurred  during  the  year.  Of  the 
27  infant  deaths,  12  occurred  during  the  first  twenty  four 
hours  of  life,  and  a  further  6  in  the  remainder  of  the 
first  month* 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  disease  rose 
sharply,  mainly  duo  to  the  Increased  prevalence  of  measles 
and  whooping  cough,  but  there  was  a  marked  reduction  in  the 
prevalence  of  dysontory.  In  recent  years,  this  disease  has 
served  as  a  fairly  sensitive  ^barometer”  in  indicating 
communal  standards  of  hygiene  of  industrialised  areas. 

The  two  principal  environmental  factors  adversely  affect¬ 
ing  health  are  bad  housing  and  atmospheric  pollution.  The 
position  at-  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  of  the  clearance 
programme  is  that  502  unfit  houses  had  been  dealt  with.  There 
has  been  rapid  progress  in  the  building  of  now  residential 
accommodation  in  the  area,  with  a  total  of  488  houses  and  20 
flats  completed  during  the  year;  174  houses  and  20  flats 
being  provided  by  local  authorities,  and  314  by  private 
dovol opment. 
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During  1959,  there  was  considerable  activity  in 
regard  to  the  establishment  of  the  first  Smoke  Control 
Area  (Alkrington  No.  l)  which  became  operative  in 
March  of  this  year.  With  over  500  houses  in  the  area, 
detail  survey  work,  supervision  of  the  installation  of 
approved  appliances,  general  advice  and  propaganda  had 
to  be  undertaken  on  a  largo  scale.  In  April,  1959,  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  circular  5/59,  a  phased 
programme  was  drawn  up,  so  that  by  December,  1963, 
some  10,000  dwellings  would  be  in  smoke  control  areas. 
Preliminary  survey  work  was  begun  in  five  areas  as 
part  of  this  programme. 

I  must  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  constant  encouragement  and 
support  throughout  the  year,  and  acknowledge  the 
generous  help  received  on  all  occasions  from  the  Town 
Clerk.  I  am  also  indebted  to  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  the  staff  of  his  department  for  their 
willing  help  and  co-operation;  and  not  least  in  the 
preparation  of  this  report  -  as  a  result  of  my  illness 
the  burden  of  compilation  has  been  largely  thrust 
upon  them.

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Infant  Mortality .  Thero  wore  27  deaths,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rato  of  24.9  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with 
the  figure  of  22*0  for  England  and  Wales,  18  of  the so 
deaths  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life* 

In  contrast  to  the  great  reduction  in  mortality 
generally  that  has  boon  achieved  in  recent  years,  thero  has 
boon  relatively  little  improvement  in  infant  deaths  occur¬ 
ring  in  the  first  wook  of  life.  These,  together  with 
stillbirths,  are  classed  under  the  title  'Peri-Natal 
Mortality' c  The  fall  in  the  death  rate  in  this  'Peri- 
Natal  period'  has  been  less  than  for  any  other  period  in 
infancy  and  childhood,  duo  mainly  to  prematurity  and  mal¬ 
formations,  about  which  much  basic  information  is  still 
lacking*

The  overall  notifications,  numbering  1,740,  showed 
a  marked  increase  on  the  previous  year's  figure  (775), 
duo  largely  to  the  increased  incidence  of  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Once  again  diphtheria  was  conspicuous  by  its  absence 
-  the  ninth  successive  year  without  a  case.  This  is  a 
remarkable  tribute  to  the  efficacy  of  the  Immunisation 
Campaign  launched  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1940. 

The  very  success  of  the  Immunisation  Campaign  has, 
in  fact,  given  rise  to  a  new  problom  -  apathy,  and  the 
public  need  constantly  to  be  reminded  that  unless  a 
sufficiently  high  level  of  immunisation  is  maintained, 
the  throat  that  diphtheria  will  again  become  prevalent 
throughout  the  country  must  remain. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

The  rise  in  notifications  during  1959  gives  cause  for 
concern.  It  is  now  practicable  to  confer  a  considerable 
dogroe  of  protection  against  this  disease  by  immunisation, 
but,  as  with  diphtheria,  constant  propaganda  is  necessary 
to  maintain  a  high  lovol  of  community  resistance. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 


No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  yoar. 

The  offer  of  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  ex¬ 
tended  during  the  year  to  all  persons  between  the  ages  of  6 
months  and  40  years.  Despite  constant  improvement  in  vaccine 
supply  during  the  year,  there  was  latterly  evidcnco  of  a  fall 
ing  off  in  public  demand  for  vaccination  except  in  the  case 
of  children. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

On  the  31st  December,  1959,  the  total  number  of  cases  on 
the  resistor  covering  Middleton  and  the  Langley  Estato  was 
502,  comprising  463  pulmonary  and  39  non-pulmonary  cases.

practice,  however,  the  work  is  handicapped  by  the  short¬ 
age  of  staff  which  is  at  present  little  more  than  half 
tho  establishment  requirements*  Nevertheless,  much 
commendable  work  has  boon  done  in  respect  of  the  aged 
and  prublom  families* 

One  tuberculosis  hoalth  visitor  (Mrs*  E*  J*  M* 
Hollinrako)  is  fully  ongaged  In  the  supervision  of 
cases  and,  in  co-operation  with  tho  Chest  Clinic, 

Oldham,  ensures  that  tho  patients  rocoave  tho 
necessary  treatment  and  supervision* 
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Hone  Help  Service, 


This  service  Is  organised  on  a  Divisional  basis  and 
supervised  by  a  Hone  Help  Organiser,  Assistance  Is  providod 
in  the  hone  for  cases  of  confinement  and  Illness  of  tho 
housewife*  but  the  major  part  of  tho  service*  approximately 
Q0%  is  dovoted  to  tho  care  of  the  aged,  infirm  and  chronic 
sick,  A  small  panel  of  night  helps  Is  maintained  for 
emergency  use. 

Welfare  Services, 

Schofiold  House,  administered  by  tho  Lancashire  County 
Council,  has  accommodation  for  40  aged  persons  and  is  one  of 
four  hostels  providing  129  places  within  the  Division,  The 
demand  for  such  accommodation  is  far  greater  than  can  bo  met 
at  tho  present  and  for  this  reason  and  also  because  most  old 
people  prefer  it,  every  endeavour  is  made  to  enable  old  people 
to  continue  to  live  in  their  own  homes.

Swimming  Baths® 

Middleton  Corporation  owns  tho  solo  swimming  bath 
in  tho  borough.  This  was  constructed  in  1938,  and 
consists  of  a  large  pool  (100  feet  by  35  feet)  with  a 
maximum  d.epth  of  10 T 3”,  a  smaller  childrens’  pool  (30 
feet  by  22  foot)  with  a  maximum  depth  of  31,  16  slipper 
baths,  4  hot  and  cold  showers  and  changing  accommodation. 
Chlorinated  Footbaths  are  provided  from  the  dressing 
accommodation  to  tho  plunge  baths. 

Tho  baths  aro  supplied  with  water  from  tho  town 
mains  (Ileywood  and  Middleton  Water  Board),  and  further 
treated  by  sand  filtration  and  chlorination.
